Last summer I wrote to urge participation by your agency m 
the Fifth Annual Department of Defense (DOD) Procurement 
Research Symposium, which was held at the Naval Postgraduate 
School, Monterey, California, November 17-19, 1976. The 
Symposium was well attended and was very successful. . I was 
particularly pleased to note the attendance and participa 
tion by representatives from a large number of civil agencies . 
Improving the procurement process should be a concern of 
everyone who is a part of that process. Research dedicated 
to developing and testing new and improved business methods 
and techniques has proven its worth in the last several years 
for DOD and we are anxious to see this effort expanded to 
include the civil agencies . 

DOD has now scheduled the next Procurement Research Symposium

6TH ANNUAL DOD PROCUREMENT RESEARCH SYMPOSIUM 


On 22-24 June 1977 the Army will host the 6th Annual DOD Procurement 
Research Symposium at the US Military Academy, West Point, New York.
